From a third point of view yesterday 
was a truly humiliating day for Ireland. 
Our aloofness for a few hours from the 
news of the world was a fitting symbol 
of our tragic aloofness at this time from 
the supreme interest of free civilisation.

The Raid on Zeebrugge. 


As the result of a raid which was carried 
out by British naval forces on Monday 
night Ostend and Zeebrugge, two of the 
enemy s principal submarine bases, were 
severely damaged. Zeebrugge stands at 
the head of the Bruges Ship Canal, which 
rans inland for nearly eight miles, and 
affords a safe shelter for the enemy's de- 
stroyers and under-water craft. The 
entrance to that cana] has been effectively 
blocked. ‘Three old cruisers, which were 
well weighed down with concrete, now lie 
in the fairway. A similar obstruction has 
been created at the mouth of Ostend Har- 
bour. In the darkness of Monday night six 
old cruisers and a number of light craft ap- 
proached the enemy's coast, and, having 
safely navigated the minefields, opened 
a vigorous fire on Zeebrugge and Ostend. 
They were supported by cruisers and 
monitors, whose movements were con- 
cealed by a heavy smoke screen. The 
enemy's positions were hotly bombarded, 
and then a cruiser and several light 
voesels. moved in towards ‘the Mole, a 
marrow strip of land which projects from 
Zeebrugse. Storming parties were landed 
and engaged the garrison. They held 
their positions for an hour, diverting the 
enemy's attention, so that the block ships 
could manewuvre into the desired positions. 
In that they were completely successful. 
Our casualties were not excessive in com- 
parison with the importance of the under 
taking. The volunteers who were engaged 
in it deserve the highest honours that can 
be bestowed upon them. The King ex- 
presses the sentiments of the entire nation 
when he says in his congratulatory tele.

Mr. Law 
was still unable to give a date for the in- 
treduction of the Government of Ireland 
Bill. Its drafting is not yet completed. 

In reply to some searching questions as 
to the retirement of the Fifth Army from 
the: Somme, the Leader of the House de- 
clined to admit that the Government had 
overruled the judgment of Sir William 
Robertson and Sir Douglas Haig, who were 
said to have disapproved of the proposal to 
extend the British line in this sector. There 
might have been differences of opinion on 
the subject between the British and French 
Commanders, but, if so, they were settled 
among themselves, without reference to the 
British Government, or even to the Ver- 
sailles Conference. 

When the debate on the Budget pro- 
posals was resumed, Mr. Herbert Samuel 
expressed regret that the Chancellor had 
omitted the usual comparison between the 
expenditure of past years and that which 
was anticipated for 1918-19. He pointed 
out that, when the present Government 
came into office, we were spending at the 
rate of about 2.000 millions annually, 
whereas this year the amount would 
nearer 3,000 millions. He attributed the 
increase to “an all-round deficiency of 
financial control,” and expressed the ‘hope 
that the Chancellor would receive the sup- 
port of his colleagues in the War Cabinet 
in keeping a firm grasp upon expenditure, 
The country was ready to be taxed to any 
extent: it only asked that its money@hould 
be wisely, and not wastelully, spent.
